On the Aret alarm a strong cordon of 
police w ail surntnoiKvl to preserv e order, to 
keep the way d ear, ansi to convey the 
wounded people to hospitals. 
Passengers on the train at the scene o f the 
explosion say then* was suddenly a loud re 
port, like a cannon, and then sudden d ark ­ 
ness, the gas lights from th»* front bo the rear 
of the train l**ing put out 
Glass was broken 
and splinters of wood flew about the oars, cut­ 
ting and w ounding many jiassengtrs. 
A bove 
the din were heard the shrieks of the injured 
and jam ie-str'ekea people. 
All this occurred 
in a moment, and for a while confusion 
reigned 6Up?x*me. 
The train, which was 
crowded, contained principally country vis­ 
itors returning from the fisheries exhibition. 
A fter leaving the station the train traveled 
steadily ahead,
